cording to all tradition! Inventors as 
a class are supposed to be poor. They 
tre supposed to be auspicious and cau- 
tious to an unusual degree. But the 
success of tlie swindlers who tre tak- 
ing large suns away from them prove* 
that not all InTentors are literally 
penniless, and that those who have 
any money art apt to Invest tt more 
trustingly than the persons who buy 
oil stock sod cold mints by mall or- 
der. 


The •harpers who are fleecing in- 


ventors are both clever nnd efficient 
They obtain their "sucker lists" direct- 
ly froru the government, by way of the 
Patent Office Gazette. In this official 
publication the government regularly 
prints the names and addressee of all 
persons who have been granted pat- 
ents since the preceding issue. In the 
course of a year some 50,000 names of 
possible customers thus fall Into the 
hands of fake patent promotion com- 
panies, writes Frederic J. Hasklns in 
the Chicago Dally Newt, 


Attack Vulnerable Point. 


The men who control these com- 


panies know that the average Inventor 
believes absolutely In tlie importance 
of his Invention, and that he wl'l gn 
the limit, financially, to have It devel- 
oped commercially. 
They know also 


that In a great many Instnnces the In- 
ventor with a new patent cannot put 
it on the market himself and hus no 
Men how to Interest manufacturers.

A. J. Wed- 
derbiirn, founder of the League of 
American Inventors, has furnished the 
department with a long list of such 
companies, and the Inspectors have 
stated flint they expect to give special 
attention to the matter at an curly 
date. 


Meantime. Mr. Wedderburn says, the 


dounfiil! of the swindlers Is In the 
hands of the inventors themselves. 1. 
they are wary enough not to be taken 
In li.v Impressive stationery and 
ofll- 


clal looking- contracts, fake sales com- 
panies obviously will have to seek an- 
other source of income. 


To any one not suspecting fraud, 


the proposition made by one of these 
companies seems satisfactory from a 
business standpoint. The Inventor re- 
ceives a business-like letter In which 
the sales company asks permission to 
market his Invention and assures him 
that it appears to have great commer- 
cial possibilities. Tht company Is to 
have a stipulated commission when 
the sale Is effected. 
The inventor 


spparently has nothing to lose. He Is 
not asked to spend any money.

If he signs a contract, however, he 


begins gradually to reallie that mar- 
keting a patent may involvi all sorts 
of expenses. The fake sales companies 
are expert at fitting these expenses 
to the client's pocketbook. They can 
tell from the letters of the client Just 
about the cum that can be got from 
him.

tween the ages of five and forty-five to 
b« inoculated with anti-typhoid vac- 
cine. Smallpox ha* likewise been pre- j 
vtntcd by the vaccination of the en- I 
tirs population, the report state*. An ! 
Improvement In Infant anf maternal 
welfare was produced by the establish- 
ment of a maternity ward and a chil- 
dren'* ward at the municipal hospital 
In St Thomas, thus providing means 
for the removal of expectant mothers 
and sick children from hones "where 
ignorance, filth and extreme poverty 
threatened health and life." At the 
same time, It is stated, a training 
school for native nurses was estab- 
lished, and systematic Instruction, both 
theoretical and practical, is now car- 
ried on by navy medical officers and 
nurse*. 


Another step undertaken to promote 


health in the Virgin islands was tht 
formulation of a sanitary code. It has 
been drawn up with every regard 
for the needs of a small Island com- 
munity, the report says, and has 
proved exceedingly helpful in the ad- 
ministration of b« j activities.

Activities at Guam. 


"In conjunction with tba naval bos 


pital at Guam two hospitals—the Su 
•ana hospital and the Tuberculosis 
hospital—and several dispensaries ar 
maintained for the native inhabitant 
of Guam," continues the report. "Dur 
ing the past year 3,417 patients were 
admitted to these hospitals and 83, 
824 patients received treatment at the 
dispensaries. 


"There are at present fifteen native 


women under instruction at the train- 
ing school for native nurses conducted 
In connection with the Susana hospital 
The coune In nursing in this school 
is largely under the supervision of 
the chief nurse of the naval hospital. 
Some of these native women have ac- 
quired a fair degree of efficiency and 
hare become very useful about the 
wards, especially among the native fe- 
male patients and the native children. 
Several of the graduates of this school 
have become fairly proficient mldwlves 
and practice successfully In their na- 
tive Tillages. 


"The treatment of native children 


infested with parasites has been vig- 
orously prosecuted during the year 
with good results. There are eleven 
dispensaries in different parts of the 
Island, six of which are conducted by 
members of tbe hospital corps of the 
navy, while the balance art adminis- 
tered by native school teachers who 
hart been trained for this purpose by 
naval medical officers. 


Dental Clinic for Natives. 


The Samoan hospital continues to 


do splendid vrork and is gradually 
gaining the confidence of tl>e people 
To this Institution 481 patients werj 
admitted during the year, requiring 4,- 
404 days of treatment. In the diaper. 
sary 9,902 patients received treatment 
At this, hospital a dental clinic for 
Samoan people Is held twice a week 
As In Guam, a training school for nn 
tive nurses is conducted In connection 
with this hospital. Since the estab 
llshment of this school In 1914, ntno- 
teen native women have been gradual 
ed, and fourteen are now under In 
structlon. Ten of the graduate nurses 
art employed as visiting nurses in the 
various 
native communities. These 


nurses administer simple drugs, at- 
tend confinement cases, instruct moth- 
ers la care of babies, and see that 
those who need treatment an seat to 
the hospital."

more tnan 500 Ca8e, 
In the breadfruit season, however, 
when flies are exceptionally prevalent, 
more than 50 per cent of the popula- 
tion are afflicted with this disease of 
the eye each year, according to the 
report Recent Investigations by na- 
val medical officers show that it la 
caused by a gram negative dlplococ- 
cus. It Is believed that, like yaws, this 
disease is spread by means of flies, and , 
measures hare accordingly been insti-' 
tuted to control it by early treatment 
of the inflammation and the preien- 
tlon of fly breeding, the report states. 


In connection with Us discussion of 


health matters in Hayti the report de- 
scribes a campaign Instituted by naval 
medical officers on duty with the ma- 
rines stationed there, to bring about 
a reduction In the high rate of ma- 
larial 
disease. This 
campaign In- 


volved the administration of quinine 
to the natives living in proximity to 
Marine corps camps, on the assump- 
tion that every adult native had been 
infected with malaria at some time 
and was a potential carrier of the dis- 
ease, even though not HI with the 
fever. As a result of this campaign, 
a sharp decline In the number of ma- 
laria cases among marines Is reported. 


"The prevention of malaria among 


troops operating in tropical countries 
t>y the administration of quinine to 
the natives of surrounding areas is 
possible," declares the report, "but 
the difficulties in carrying out the 
routine of the treatment are perfectly 
obvious to any one who has lived in 
the tropics and dealt with ignorant 
negroes. However, the plan Is feas- 
ble, and the procedure has been 
proved practicable by the naval med- 
cal officers on doty in Hayti."
